THOUGHTS ON PLOUGHING AND TILLING. 
Mr. Evrror:—I have Been a reader of the 
Maine Farmer some time, and generally notice 
the ideas of your correspondents—those upon 
agriculture in particular, and among the rest 
upon deep ploughing. Although much has been 
said and much has been learned thereby, yet to 


of elaboration, and production, when rightly 
understood and applied, will teach us that 
previous views of philosophy have been too 
limited. My own views and theory of nature, 
are, that all matter is equally alive and living, 
and that the two great divisions of matter, are, 
into fluid and stationary, and that matter, in 
all situations, has a peculiar aptness to produce 
something conformable to the accompanying 
circumstances. I also hold that all matter is 
only the reorganization of decomposed light, 





the unexperienced, there might be something 
more learned by considering the lay of the land 
and the situation of the field to be ploughed. 
Whether level or hilly, whether a wet or clay 
soil, or whether dry and sandy, like some land 
near our rivers, or on plains, and whether 
ploughed in the fall or spring. There is little 
danger, I think, of strong, level land suffering 
materially by wind or rain, if ploughed in the 
fall; or scarcely any danger in ploughing it too 
deep. But our broken land, where the north- 
west wind can rake it when frozen, may blow 
off considerable. On side hills, great rains may 
wash some and do damage by gullying the land, 
carrying off the soil, &c. The farmer might be 
exeused from ploughing such land in the fall. 
But in fall ploughing we can do much of our 
spring's work, at a time when we have more 
leisure, and when our teams are better able to 
perform the task. 
By ploughing in the fall, the worms are great- 
ly destroyed, sol prefer ploughing in the full

New Corn Crusner. Thomas Durden, of 
Montgomery, Ala. ; has taken measures to secure 
a patent for anew corn crusher, which is ex- 
ceedingly well adapted for cracking and crush- 
ing corn in the ear, also various other vegeta- 
bles. The hopper for the reception of the corn 
is peculiar ; it receives the ears of corn by vari- 
ous small opening ; they pass down and are first 
cut by a revolving S shaped knife on a vertical 
spindle, and after that they pass down and are 
crushed between grooves and projections on the 
revolving spindle, and grooves and projections 
on the inner face of the machine. The grind- 
ing parts are of cast iron, the inside of the case 
being a hollow cone, its bottom where it dis- 
charges being the apex, and the grinding spin- 
dle or muller acting with its outer on the inner 
surface of the case. The apparatus is simple 
and good.

Make this and bake it as though it were apple, 

and if you do not name the fact, no one will 
|detect the counterfeit when you bring it upon 
| the table. 
| Counrerrerr Suiceo Appre Pies. Slice pump- 
kins thin, mix your sugar, and add about the 
same proportion of tartaric acid as for the tarts, 
with just water enough to dissolve them ; pour 
the solution over the pumpkin after it has been 
laid in the crust; spice it and dredge with a 
little flour, and cover it with paste as though it 
were apple, and when you take it out of the 
‘oven forget that it is not made of choice summer 
pippins, and it will take a nice taste to discrimi- 
nate between it and the genuine article. 

Counrerreir Appie Sauce can be made in the 
same way ; but we find that a very nice article 
is made by taking about a fourth the quantity 
of crab apples and slicing and cooking with the 
pumpkin, and a few frost grapes givea rich 
color and add a still finer flavor almost equal to 
quince. 

Fiavorine ror Mince Pres. The juice of the 
, froot or fom grapes boiled with a emall propor- 
tion of sugar, scummed and bottled for winter 
use, is said to fully equal wine for flavoring 
‘mince pies, while the crab apple is thought to 
surpass the choicest kinds of fruit for this favorito 
‘of epicures. [Ohio Cultivator. 








How to coox Sweer Porarors. Boil tio 
large sweet potatoes, rub them through a sieve, 
'then add a piece of butter the size of an egg, # 
\little salt, one pint of buttermilk, a teacup of

Make suds as usual, then 
add a teaspoonful of Spirits of Turpentine to 
each bucket of water, stir it up, put in the 
clothes, and let them soak an hour and a half, 
and then boil them as usual. Unless very dirty, 
they will need no rubbing, the turpentine having 
the effect to loosen the dirt. 

Wasainc Frannet. Enclose new flannel in a 
bag; put it intoa boiler with cold water; heat 
and boil it. It will never shrink any more after 
this operation. 

To Destroy Bepsvcs. A simple and easy 
method of destroying this loatheome tormentor 
has been discovered. It consists in spreading 
the liquid from the ripe cucumber on the bed- 
stead and such other places in which they se- 
crete themselves. 





Macuine ror Serrine Tyre. The New York 
Tribune has examined a new machine, invented 
by Mr. William Mitchell of that city, for the 
purpose of setting type. It has keys like a piano, 
with a number of endless tapes, kept in motion 
by machinery, to carry the types to the spot 
where they are set up. The types are laid with 
the nicked side up, in little brass cases or gal- 
leys, some fifteen or sixteen inches long, and 
just wide enough to admit a type crosswise. 
Of these cases there are as many as there aro 
small letters and punctuation marks, and they 
are fixed at an inclination of about 48 deg. over 
the tapes, so that when a key is touched a type 
drops flat upon its tape, and is instantly convey- 
ed to another large tape, to which all the types 
are carried, and which conveys them all toa 
little metallic throat, down which they drop 
upon a table all set up, but requiring to be di- 
aided into lines, or justified, by bands. 

Capitals and Italics have to be held on the 
tapes by hand, there being in the machine no 
keys or galleys for them. Two persons are re- 
quired to attend the machine—one to work the 
keys, and one to justify and remove the matter 
composed. It is a very ingenious invention. 
All its parts are simple, and it would not easily 
get out of order. It occupies rather more space, 
perhaps, than a piano. Exactly how much 
work it is capable of performing, the Tribune 
has no means of judging, as the arrangenents 
are not yet complete enough to subject it toa 
regular test. 

Currant Bususs. Prune Currants in the 
winter to have them large ; keep the heads open, 
and the roots clear of suckers and superfluous 
shoots ; give a good dressing of manure in the 
autumn, at least once every two years, and keep 
the ground clean and loose around the plants 
till after the fruit is ripe. This is something 
like the way to obtain large and fair fruit.

PROGRESS OF IMPROVEMENT AND INVENTION. 
The idea of granting letters Patent for new 


inventions, or in other words, for granting the 
monopoly of making and selling for a certain 
term of years the invention thus claimed as 
new, has one effect at least. It affords a sort of 
acale by which we can judge of the progress of 
invention, and judge how fast we move along 
with the rest of the world in this department. 

We are indebted to the politeness of the 
Commissioner of Patents, for the reports from 
his office for 1852-3. These comprise two hand- 
some 8yo. volumes of nearly 500 pages; one 
volume pertaining to agriculture, and the other 
to mechanism. By the latter we see that during 
the year 1852, the total receipts of moneys paid 
into the Patent office amount to $112,057,34. 

The number of applications received during 
the year 1852, were 2,639. The number of 
patents issued were 1,020. Applications on 
hand not acted upon 481. 

‘Phere was also filed 996 caveats, and 525 
patents have run their fourteen years and ex- 
pired. 

There seems to be a steady increase of busi- 
ness in this offiee, as is strikingly represented by 
the different tables in the report, thus in 1841 
the cash received was $40,413,01. 

In 1846 it was $50,264,16, and in 1852, as 
we have before said over 112 thousand dollars. 

It is singularly interesting and awakens many 
curious thoughts, to spend an hour in looking 
over the list of patents granted, and the several 
claims made by the inventors. Whata mass of 
thought and time, so to speak, has been expend- 
ed in bringing them to perfection, how many 
high hopes been excited, how many pleasing 
visions, how many golden dreams ! 

How diversified are they in the object and 
design, all offering themselves to the public as 

, Jabor saving, and advantage making inventions, 
all claimed to be not only useful, but superior 
to anything of the kind ever known. 











JOHN BULL AHEAD. 

It is but a short time, comparatively, since a 
month was considered a remarkably short time 
in which to make a passage from this country to 
England, but the ‘‘march of improvement”’ has 
been continually shortening the length of the 
trip, by reducing the time required to perform it, 
and now ten days is not thought avery quick 
passage. Some enterprising Yankee, not long 
since, proposed, by making one terminus in 
Newfoundland and the other on the western 
coast of Ireland, and by railway from Newfound- 
land to Boston, to make the passage in six days 
from Boston to Liverpool. This, it was thought, 
would be quite fast enough, but it seems that 
our old relative, John Bull, has become waked 
up, and has no idea of letting Brother Jonathan 
step in ahead of him, in this shape.

Mr. Marcy, after defining the law of nations 
bearing on the subject of allegiance, contends 
that to surrender political offenders like Koszta 
is not a duty, but on the contrary would bea 
dishonorable subserviency to,a foreign ) gens 
and an act meriting the reprobation of man- 
kind. 

He then refers the Austrian Minister to the 
refusal of Turkey in 1849 to surrender the Hun- 
garian refugees on the demand of Austria and 
Russia, a refusal which the civilized world justi- 
fied and commended, and which those two pow- 
ers Seow acquiesced in without imputing 
to Turkey a breach of her duty cra violation 
of their rights. Koszta was one of these refu- 
gees, and his case was then fully discussed, not 
only by the parties, but throughout Europe, 
and decided against the right of Austria to re- 
quire any extradition either under the law of 
nations, or by existing treaty stipulations. 

The justice of this decision was admitted by 
the rulers, statesmen, and people of every coun- 
try, and the Sultan commended for the firmness 
and humanity of his course. Mr. M. then al- 
ludes to the claim - forth by Austria to seize 
Koszta by virtue of certain treaties, which sub- 
ject Austrian subjects in Turkey to Consular 
Jurisdiction; he doubts the existence of any 
such treaties, and gives cogent reasons for so 
doing.

One of the great principles of trial by jury 
in civil cases, we believe, is that possession is 
presumptive proof of property; or, in other 
words, every man is presumed to be the rightful 
proprietor of whatever he has in his possession, 
and that such presumptions shall be overcome, 
in a court of justice, only by evidence, the suffi- 
ciency of which, and by Jaw, the justice of 
which, are satisfactory to the understandings 
and consciences of all the jurors. 

These are the bases on which the trial by jury 
places the property and rights of every individ- 
ual, and according to these principles and the 
laws and decisions in this State, Massachusetts, 
New York, and the United States Courts, (if we 
rightly understand them,) the position laid down 
by the defendant’s Counsel, that his client has 
the better right, is sustained. 

However, as the defendant had taken a new 
position in law, (not in evidence,) of which the 
plaintiff was not notified, the Judge ordered the 
case continued, and the jury dismissed, for the 
sole purpose that the demandant’s Counsel might 
have ample opportunity to further prepare his 
case, he only having prosecuted his suit about 
Jifteen years. B.

The First Express to New York, One of the 
first, if not the yery first express agent that 
went from Boston to New York, was sent with 
an account of the destruction of the Tea in Boston 
harbor, and as an instance of speedy communica- 
tion, it is related in a paper of that period, that 
the express left Boston on Friday 
afternoon and arrived at New York the next

An experiment 
was lately tried in England to ascertain how 
quick a railway train, under full headway, might 
be stopped. The train was allowed to attain a 
speed of fifty miles an hour, when three brakes 
were applied, the steam shut off and the engine 
disarranged. It came toa dead stand after run- 
ning about five hundred yards. The experiment 
was tried to ascertain if a signal of danger could| 
be seen in season to stop the train. 

Crime in the United States. It appears from | 
an abstract of ‘the last census, that of 27,000 
convicted of crimes in the United States during | 
the year ending June, 1850, 13,000 were natives 
and 14,000 were foreigners. The abstract further 
informs us that the native population numb:r.d 
nearly 18,000,000, and the foreign population 
less than 2,250,000 at the time this criminal 
record was made up.

4 NEW RAILROAD TO THE PACIFIC. 


Recent surveys have revealed the astounding 
| fact, that a belt of country, varying from ten to 
one hundred miles broad, extends quite across 
the continent, from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
which is so level that a railroad may be extended 
the whole distance without traversing a moun- 
‘tain range. The Pacific Railroad may be ex- 
tended in an air line from Sacramento to San 
Diego, on this route, with as little difficulty as 
;on an open plain. This singular feature in the 
surface of the continent seems to have been in- 
tended by nature for a great national thorough - 
fare. The great back bone of the North Amer- 
ican conticent seems to have been broken down 
on this line, to let the Pacific Railroad pass 
| gently overit. The great chains of the Allegha- 
nies on the east, and those of the Sierra Madre 
and Sierria Nevada on the west, sink down on 
| this line to mere insulated hills, and the country 
— 80 gradually from the summit lands, east 
| and west of the Mississippi, that the rivers along 
this line run in nearly easterly or westerly di- 
rections. On the western side of the continent 
the Gila river runs almost due west a distance 
of five hundred miles, and the table lands south 
of it slope with a gradual elevation of ten or 
twenty feet to the mile, to the highlands, at its 
sources west of the Rio Grande. 

From this point the country slopes by a 
gradual descent, almost imperceptible, through 
the Mesilla valley to the plains around El Paso; 
and west of the river these plains gradually slope 
upwards to the table lands between the Pecos 
and this river, and those lands slope with an 
equally gradual descent¢o the valley of the 
Pecos. This valley is so elevated that it is but 
one or two hundred feet below the general level 
of the table lands extending from it to the 
sources of the Colorado, and from the sources of 
that river to the Mississippi, there is not a single 
hill or mountain range to prevent the construe- 
tion of a railroad to the Mississippi, opposite 

ficksburg ; from this pointto Savannah, rail- 
roads have already been surveyed and completed 
on nearly half the route, and, whatis worthy of 
remark, these roads extend in a line almost due 
east from the Mississippi to the Atlantic Ocean, 
without penetrating an elevated range of hills 
or mountains. (Houston (Texas) Telegraph.

ARRIVAL OF THE WASHINGTON. 
’ The steamship Washington arrived at New 
York on Wednesday last. She brings impor- 


tant news relative to the Eastern question. We 


make the following summary :— ! 

The ship building yard and machine factory 
of Messrs. Scott, Russel & Co., near London, 
was destroyed by fire on the 10th inst. The 
estimated loss is over £100,000. 

Telegraphic accounts from Vienna announce 
that the lost jewels of Hungary, affirmed by the 
Austrian government to have been stolen by 
Kossuth and his Ministry, had been discovered 
near Orsehova, buried under ground ; the jewelry 
comprises the Hungarian crown and insignia, 
and the cloak of St. Stephen; the latter was 
almost destroyed by the damp. 

A supplement of the Milan Gazette of the 7th 
inst., publishes the sentence issued on the 18th 
of July, 1853, by the Council of War, sitting 
at Milan, against 64 persons implicated in the 
insurrection of the 6th February ; twenty were 
condemned to death. 

It is reported that the Persian City of Ispa- 
han was nearly destroyed by the earthquake on 
the 11th of July. 


Eastern Arrains. The London Times an- 
nounced that the Emperor of Russia, had reject- 
ed the Turkish modifications, and war was there- 
fore considered inevitable. 

Previous accounts state that the English and 
French Consuls had left Jassy, creating a great 

nic. 

Gen. Luders was advancing with a fresh corps 
of Russian troops, upon Moldavia. 

The Czar was to proceed at once to Warsaw, 
and was to meet the Emperor of Austria at 
Olmutz on the 23d of September. 

The troops of Omer Pacha, on the .Lower 
Danube, insist on fighting the Russians, and it 
is feared that the Pacha will not be able to sub- 
due their fanaticism in order to effect farther 
negotiations. 

Telegraphic accounts from Constantinople to 
the 20th August,*state that the Turks were 
waiting oe for a manifesto from the 
Sultan explaining the position of Turkey with 
respect to other powers. The Egyptian troops, 
after being reviewed by the Sultan, were to 
march to Shumla. All regular communication 
between Constantinople and the Russian ports 
was interrupted. 


LATER-—ARRIVAL OF THE AMERICA.

These.sums include the pay of the 
Bureau’s employees in those various Superinten- 
dencies, and the annuities in money and kind 
due to the Indians this autumn, in the fulfilment 
of all treaty stipulations. The instructions to 
the agents require all payments to the Indians 
to be made per capita, unless where treaty stip- 
ulations make payments in a different manner 
necessary.

Anonymous placards on walls, 
calling on the faithful to attack the Russians, 
had much excited the people, and it was only 
on special demand of representatives of powers, 
that the Sultan had consented to postpone issu- 
ing his manifesto to his people.

Prostration or A Portion oF rue Gorn Sagar 
Frovr Mitts. On Tuesday last, Sept. 27, a 
portion of the storage building, making part of 
the Gold Sheaf Flour Mills, at Malden, was 
prostrated, under the following circumstances ;

some 25,000 bushels of wheat, which quantity 
was 80 deposited as to press on the walls of the 
building.

THE COURAGE 


OF A MAN OF PRINCIPLE. 


When [ reported myself on board the Cur- 
lew, the sloop was lying at Sierra Leone ; and 
the respective posts of captain and first lieu- 
tenant, were filled by two officers, who, for 
sundry reasons, I shall rename Horton and 
King. They were, I soon found, the very anti- 
podes of each other in almost all respects, save 
that both were excellent sailors, well-intention- 
ed, honorable men, and about the same age— 
three or four and thirty—Captain Robert Hor- 
ton a little the oldest, perhaps. It was in their 
mental and moral build that their lines so en- 
tirely diverged. Captain Horton was what—at 
the period I speak of, and I dare say now—was, 
and is, a rara avis in the royal navy—namely, a 
‘‘gerious’’ officer. I do not, of course, mean to 
say that naval officers have not, generally speak- 
ing, as deep a sense of the reverential awe with 
which the creator of all things should be 
recognized and worshipped, as the most lacka- 
daisical landsman in existence. It would be

Captain Horton was of a different 
stamp, and carried, or endeavored to carry, the 
strong religious feelings—the enthusiastic spirit- 
ualism by which his mind was swayed—into 
the everyday business of sea life. Profane 
swearing was strictly forbidden, which was well 




















profane singing came within the same category ;

however desirous of doing so. Even as it was, 
a coolness gradually arose between the officers, 
who could not help feeling in some degree as 
partisans of their respective crews, although 
Captain Horton, I must say, did warmly and 
untiringly admonish the English sailors of the 
duty of loving all mankind—Frenchmen includ- 
ed; of the sin and folly of drinking to excess, 
even when on leave; and the wickedness of 
false pride and vain glory at all times.

lew sailed from Sierra Leone on a cruise south- 
ward. 


Not precisely a cruise either, for after touch- 
ing at Cape Coast Castle, we made a direct 
stretch, the wind favoring, right across the 
Gulf of Guinea, to a part of the coast not very 
far northward of San Felipe de Benguela, and 
at about 11 degrees of south latitude, and the 
same of east longitude. Thereabout, we lay off 
and on for more than a fortnight, and like Sister 
Ann, for a time, the more eagerly we looked 
the less likelihood there seemed of anything 
coming—except, indeed, an extra allowance of 
fever and ophthalmia, from so closely hugging 
the shore. It was rumored among us that a 
great slave hunt had taken place in the vicinity, 
by one of the chiefs of Negro banditti, who 
have the ludicrous impudence to parody the 
style and titles of ‘‘kings,’’ and that a well- 
known Portuguese trader in black live stock, of 
the name of Jose Pasco, had a temporary bar- 
racoon somewhere thereabout, crammed with 
the wretched victims of the said hunt, in readi- 
ness for embarkation ; and that for the purpose 
of entrapping some of his ventures, we should 
have to watch, and back and fill about the 
mouths of the two rivers, between which we 
were generally to be found, for an indefinite 
period. Meanwhile, the kind of moral quaran- 
tine that had existed between Captain Horton 
and his chief officers since the evening of the 
duel—words only of business and necessity pas- 
sing between them—continued with unabated 
passive virulence on the part of the latter, not-

The boats 
quickly grounded, and we sprang on shore, 
headed by the first lieutenant. The resistance, 
desperate as it was, was broken through and 
dispersed with a leap and arush; and then a 
Sight—the sublimest, the most terrible I ever 
witnessed, clearly presented itself. Captain 
Horton, pale, ay, and calm as death, was stand- 
ing bound, erect, and bare-headed, upon the 
flaming slave-house, with a book in his .hand, 
what one I could easily guess. Frantic were 
the effurts made to save his life—gratefully ac- 
knowledged by repeated wavings of his hand— 
and vain as frantic; the devouring flames could 
not be arrested, the building collapsed, fell in, 
and Captain Robert Horton was buried in the 
fiery ruin ! 

It is needless to say how amply he was aveng- 
ed, or dwell further upon the savage and terrific 
contest—not long a contest, properly so called, 
although the ringing pistol-shot, the death- 
shriek, or the wild appeal for mercy undeserv- 
ed continued far into the night ; enough to say, 
in the words of the official report, ‘that the 
attack was entirely successful, the number of 
negroes released from bondage eight hundred 
and seventy-six, and the breaking-up of the 
slave settlement complete.”” This was quite 
true, but like another paragraph in the same 
report, not all the truth: ‘‘Captain Horton 
died as a brave man should during the attack 
upon the armed slave-gangs on shore.” Why 
the exact cause and manner of his heroic death 
were not officially set forth I never rightly un- 
derstood.
